On November 7, 2006, Arizona voters approved the Smoke-Free Arizona Act (Act), the initiative
measure designated Proposition 201. This Notice of Public Information provides notice that the
Department of Health Services (Department) will hold public hearings on March 6, March 7, and
March 8, 2007, to obtain public comment about proposed delegation agreements related to the
Act and about proposed exempt rules for implementing and enforcing the Act. In A.R.S. § 36-
601.01(G)(10), the Act authorizes delegation by the Department to state agencies or political
subdivisions. In A.R.S. § 36-601.01(G)(11), the Act authorizes the Department to make rules and
exempts the Department until May 1, 2007, from the regular rulemaking requirements in A.R.S.
Title 41, Chapter 6. As part of this rulemaking, the Department will also change the 9 A.A.C. 2

heading from "Tobacco Tax-funded Programs" to "Tobacco-related Programs."

The Department filed the Notices of Proposed Delegation Agreement with the Secretary of State
on December 29, 2006.
